Appraising Expectations.' The forecaster takes into 
account the opinions of executives, salesmen, con- 
sumers and others. Obviously, in the course of doing 
this he may be exposed to guesswork and hunches. 
Any kind of forecasting, the booklet observes, is 
more of an art Khan <a science. It believes that the 
words "watch out for surprises" should be written 
across the pages of every forecast. That seems to be 
excellent advice.

A customer told us at COURTEOUS TV that she tuned-in a station 
more than a thousand miles away. "How come, I thought about 70 
miles distance was the limit? she asked. 

It Is true that TV has a very limited range. The sending antenna 
sprays e signal in all directions to the horizon; commonly called 'line 
of sight' transmission, being about 70 miles and depending upon the 
heights of antennas. 

However, some of the signals go upward also, and disappear into 
outer space. It Is when these signals bounce back to earth that you 
receive these long distance pictures, They are called freak signals 
and bounce back to earth because of weather conditions or the effects 
of sunspots on the earth's atmosphere. Sometimes a signal will bounce 
several times between earth and outer elements and reach great dis- 
tances. 

This happens infrequently and cannot be controlled. It can spoil 
good reception for many hours. There is no damage caused by it. To

LEGAL 

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 

DAtLIGnT SAVING TIME 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VIUAGE OF 
ANTIOCH, COUNTY OF LAKE, 
AND STATE OF ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1. Central Standard 
time shall be the official time with- 
in the Village of Antioch for the 
transaction of all Village business, 
except that from two o'clock A. M. 
on Sunday, the 24th day of April, 
1955, official time for the Village 
shall be advanced one hour and at 
two A, M. on the last Sunday In 
September, 1955, such official time 
shall by the retarding of one hour 
be returned to Central Standard 
time. All legal or official business 
thereof shall be regulated as to time 
in accordance with the provisions 
of this section and when by ordin- 
ance, resolution or action of any 
municipal officers or body an, Act 
must be performed at or within a 
prescribed time it shall be performed 
according to the official time as 
herein prescribed. 

SECTION 2. All clocks or other 
time pieces in or upon any public 
building or other premises .main- 
tained at the, expense of the Village 
shall be .set' and operated according 
to the official time as provided in 
the' preceding section.

Gas Company Notifies 
30,000 Customers They 
Will Get Gas Heating 

Northern Illinois Gas Company 
reported today to the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission that letters 
would be mailed out this week -to 
approximately 30,000 customers au- 
thorizing them to use gas heating 
equipment under the terms of the 
Commission's gas restriction order. 
T3ie company said that the new 
authorizations "would cover all in- 
dividuals who had applied on or 
before February 3, 1953, for existing 
homes, and on or before May 11, 
1 953, for new homes. Gas heat allo- 
cations are permitted only for sin- 
gle family dwellings and are based 
on the ratio of requests in each 
group. Those so authorized have 12 
months in which to complete their 
installations. Gas heat previously 
had been authorized for all (those 
who had applied on or before Sep- 
tember 19, 1952, for existing homes 
and on or before November 19, 1952 
for new homes. 

Marvin Chandler, president of the 
company, said that the additional 
gas heat authorizations are made 
possible at this time by the installa- 
tion of additional propane storage 
facilities, together with more ex- 
tensive utilization of the utility's 
•own locai storage facilities in co- 
ordination with the withdrawal of 
gas presently available in the Her- 
scher dome storage project. 

The propane storage installations, 
which will be made in three key 
locations in the company's service 
area at a cost of about $800,000, are 
now considered feasible after a care- 
ful review of operating experience 
during the last heating season- 
Chandler explained that only lim- 
ited amounts of propane gas can be 
mixed with straight natural gas if 
proper burning characteristics are to 
be maintained. 

There still will be more than 100,- 
000 on the waiting list after the 
present authorizations, Chandler 
said, and the company is hopeful 
that the continued development of 
the underground storage project of 
the Natural Gas Storage Company 
of Illinois at Herscher will make it 
possible to add more residential gas 
heat customers to the system later 
this year. The storage company now 
has a request pending before the 
Federal Power Commission seeking 
permission to triple its output from 
the underground storage. 

Meanwhile, Chandler emphasized, 
the/company is making every effort 
and sparing no reasonable expendi 
ture to bring gas to more applicants 
as soon as possible.
